AFTER FIERY POLITICAL MEETING 


Gallagher’s Ballot-Burning, Arrest 
May Cost Him Bucks Demo Backing

early yesterday may cost him 
dearly — the endorsement of 
the Bucks County Democratic 
Committee. 


This new turn in a 
comic 
opera sequence came up today 
w h e n 
Democratic 
Chairman 
John T. Welsh threatened that 
the committee may take a ‘‘sec­ 
ond look” at Gallagher's bid for 
re-election. 


Gallagher was arrested early 
yesterday by Warminster police 
after burning 15.000 Democratic 
sample ballots on the lawn of 
the Hartsville Fire Co. in War­ 
minster. 


Gallagher was released on his 
own recognizance Justice of the 


Peace Joseph Stanley, Warmin­ 
ster. He will be given a further 
hearing Wednesday on a charge 
of disorderly practices and a 
fire code violation. 


Gallagher said that he started 
the fire because Ralph 0. Sam­ 
uel, Democratic candidate for 
Congress, 
refused 
to 
support 
State 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice 
Michael A. Musmanno for U.S. 
Senator. 


After Rally 


The 
ballot-burning 
occurred 
after Musmanno addressed 
a 
rally held by the Warminster 
Township Democratic Club at 
the fire house. 


But Samuel today said 
the 
whole thing was ‘‘an unfortu­ 
nate misunderstanding.” 


In a statement this morning, 
Samuel said he would be ‘‘proud 
.JAMES J. A. GALLAGHER 


to run on the sam e ticket in 
November with either Musman­ 
no or Miss Genevieve Blatt,” 
who has the Bucks Democratic 
Organization 
endorsement 
for 
the U.S. Senate nomination. 


Gallagher has 
the endorse­ 
ment of the Democratic commit­ 
tee for the second assembly dis­ 
trict but a federal court ruling 
could change all this. 


On Thursday, a court struck 
down Pennsylvania’s

could mean that the Democratic 
county committee will have to 
meet again this summer to en­ 
dorse candidates.

He said

tell the group that he could not 
support either the justice or his 
opponent.

Samuel said, some members of 
the audience, including the jus­ 
tice. did not hear tho words 
“ Miss Blatt” and thought Sam ­ 
uel was referring to the justice 
only.

19 Killed By 


Tornadoes

Hop-scotching t o r n a d o e s 
played a gam e of death and de­ 
struction across the Southern 
Plains Sunday, stirred up some 
of the worst sand storms since 
dust bowl days and left at least 
19 persons dead. 


Scores 
of persons were in­ 
jured and hundreds of homes 
were wrec ked or damaged. 


One of the hardest hit areas 
in the tornado belt was 
tile 
southwestern 
Iowa hamlet 
of 
Yorktown. A twister tore a two- 
mile swath of destruction down 
he main street, left an elderly 
woman dying in the rubble of 
her home and damaged nearly 
every other building in town. 
Twenty-eight persons were in­ 
jured. 


A dozen other tornadoes in 
Iowa, 
Kansas 
and 
Missouri 
killed five more persons and 
wrought 
widespread 
destruc­ 
tion. 


Sky-scraping sand and dust 
storms blotted out the sun in 
Oklahoma 
and 
rasped 
across 
the Texas Panhandle. At least 
eight persons died in traffic ac­ 
cidents blamed on the swirling 
sand. 
Screaming 
winds 
and 
hail 
storms 
thundered 
over 
the 
Plains until late in the day. 
Three persons drowned and two 
others were missing and pre­ 
sumed dead when high winds 
capsized 
their small 
boat 
at 
Lake Tawakoni, Tex.

News, said the dust 
storm there was ‘‘one of the 
worst 
storms

Young will ride America’s first 
two-seater Gemini spaceship on 
a three-orbit around earth, pos­ 
sibly about Christmas time, it 
was announced today. 


Grissom, who

dence Maris would grant speedy 
approval to his request. 


“ I assume he will grant the 
stay, which is normal in these 
ca ses,” he said.

geared to the candidates’ quali­ 
fications, 
public 
record 
and 
ability to beat Republican in­ 
cumbent Hugh Scott. 
Clark 
repeated his 
demand 
that Musmanno reveal his age, 
place 
of 
birth 
and 
military 
service record. 
Low Blows 
Musmanno, lapsing into nau­ 
tical 
term s 
Sunday, 
charged 
Clark with firing “at my snip 
below the water line, revealing 
every evidence of wanting to 
sink that ship.” 
“ I will not let him do 
that,” 
Musmanno said. “ I will return 
shot for shot.” 
Musmanno
